If Lithographers Refuse fo Arbi-
trate as Unions Then Trouble

BIG STRIKE IS ANTICIPATED

—_—— e

In View of Unsettied Conditions
Contracts are Already Being
Transferred to Europe—
10,000 Iuterested.

New York, Feb, 15.—Troublée between
the 10,000 lithographers of the country
and their employers, which has been
brewing for nearly two yéars, s ex-
pecied to come to a head on March 15,
says the Herald. On that date a gen-
eral strike or lockout probably will
occur and contracts worth millions of
doliars may be (ransferred from this
country (o Europe. The difficuity
arises over the demands of the Amer-
fean Lithogruphing Assoclation, com-
posed of 124 flrms, that thelr employ-
€rs sign, on or before March 15, a gen-
eral plant of arbitration by which all
dispules between employers and the
unlons are to be settled. If the unions
refuse to sign the arbitration agree-
ment, as organizations, the employers
will no longer recognize the unjons,
Then, if the men as Individuals decline
to enter the arbitration agreement they
will be discharged, and a strike or
lockout is expected.

Ninety-five per cent of all the lith-
ographers are well organized, and the
majority recelve wages of §1256 a week
or more. Most of the poster artists get
from $36 to $125 a week. If the striks
or lockout comes it will practically tie
up all branches of lithographing work,
| from magazine {Hlustrations to the huge
gircus posters. In anticipation of the
coming trouble several large contracts
already huve been sent to Europe,
